Monday Night, November 14 


The nightly sessions at Keeneland are 
devoted to the sale of yearlings. As at 
the afternoon session, the auction moved 
along swiftly, and 61 head were sold in 
comparatively short order. They brought 
a total of $112,450, average $1,843. This 
was nearly a third higher than the aver- 
age of $1,342 for the October yearling 
sale, but of course it was not conclusive 
because it was only the first of four such 
sessions to be held during the week. 


Twenty colts averaged $2,993; 41 fillies 
averaged $1,283. 


Bids came fairly quickly. Prices ranged 
from a low of $200 to a high of $12,500. 
The latter figure was reached on a Hoop, 
Jr. colt consigned by Henry N. Spencer. 
He was bought by Bennett Creech, agent. 
George Wilkinson paid $6,000 for a colt 
by Sun Again—Humming Bird consigned 
by L. Brownell Combs 2nd. The sum- 
mary:

Eight Men and a Sick Horse; 


Jacobs Aims at a Round 100 _. 


New YorK 
Some mention was made here two weeks 
ago of an illness which almost ended 
Royal Governor’s career in the midst of 
the best form he has shown, and since 
he has proved one of the five or six best 
handicappers of the year, this seemed 
worth tracking down. His trainer, James 
E. Ryan, was accordingly brought to bay 
at Jamaica last Saturday. 


Royal Governor ran in the Fall High- 
weight at Belmont on September 19 and 
won it. He was shipped, on Wednesday, to 
Laurel, where he was to run in a sprint 
on Saturday. He was ten hours in the 
yan, and he reached Laurel too late for 
any exercise. About 4 o’clock the next 
morning he came up with a stoppage in 
the upper colon. A Dr. Reisinger, of 
Laurel, was called first, while attempts 
were made to get in touch with the reg- 
ular veterinary, Dr. R. J. Conely, of 
Media, Pa. Several other veterinarians 
got involved, too, and some of them 
wanted to make an incision to relieve 
the gas pressure which was_ steadily 
building up in the horse. Ryan wouldn’t 
stand for this, and at 4:30 in the after- 
noon he was told, “This horse won’t be 
alive in 20 minutes.” 


But he was. Dr. Conely got in, and he 
and Dr. Reisinger worked on Royal Gov- 
ernor steadily, and about 11:30 they got 
the colon unstopped. One of the chief 
dangers had been averted artificially. 
When a horse with this kind of trouble 
gets down, he usually doesn’t get up 
again. Royal Governor couldn’t get down, 
because eight men were holding him up, 
four on each side. 


On October 3, just nine days after the 
illness, Royal Governor ran at Garden 
State Park, in the Princeton Handicap. 
Apparently he still felt some effect of 
the strain, because he didn’t show much. 
Then he rippled through three straight— 
the Interborough, Grey Lag, and Ques- 
tionnaire Handicaps—and he was the best 
horse in the Westchester last Saturday, 
but not at the weights. He was beaten 
a neck and a head, after getting to the 
front for a stride or two above the fur- 
long-pole. He was giving the winner seven 
pounds, the runner-up three, and at levels 
I’m pretty sure he would have won. 


Just to complete the second-guessing, 
I thought Scurlock moved too soon with 
him, so that his run came to an end a fur- 
long too soon. 
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MEASUREMENT. If ever a trainer had 
a fair line on the calibre of his opposition, 
W. C. Winfrey did when he saddled Bed 
o Roses for the Demoiselle Stakes at 
Jamaica November 8. A surveyor couldn’t 
have done much better. This was done 
through the medium of Next Move, a Bull 
Lea filly from the good mare Now What 
and, like Bed o’ Roses, a home-bred. 

Next Move, after running unplaced in 
her first two starts, won a couple of over- 
night races, one at Jamaica on July 5 and 
the next at Aqueduct September 5. She 
won both of them easily, the second by 
five lengths, in fairly good time, so she 
could be put down as a dependable meas- 
uring device. She went up against Bed o’ 
Roses for the first time in an allowance 
race at Belmont on September 20. There 
were three heads on the post in this one, 
Fais Do Do winning from Next Move, with 
Bed o’ Roses third. The weights were 114 
on the winner, 116 on Next Move, 122 
on Bed o’ Roses, so this set Bed 0’ Roses 
as six pounds better than Next Move. 

The next move was to send Next Move 
against Rare Perfume in the Autumn Day 
Stakes on October 19. The Widener filly 
beat her four lengths. This could not have 
been very concerting, so it was tried again 
in an allowance race on November 3. This 
time Next Move ran Rare Perfume to 
three-fourths of a length, gaining through 
the last furlong. 

So when the Demoiselle came up, the 
Vanderbilt stable ran both its fillies 
against Rare Perfume, with the assurance 
that Next Move could keep her hustling

mammals with such distinctive skele- 
tal features as the Equidae. Throughout 
the history of the horse the same features. 
though changing through the millions of 
years, have set him apart from all other 
mammals. The most obvious character. of 
course, is that he has but one toe on 
each foot. There are other important struc- 
tures in the teeth and limbs that are not 
shared by other mammals. 

If one compares the skeleton of a horse 
with that of a man, at first glance there 
is little similarity apparent. However, a 
bone-by-bone comparison reveals a_ re- 
markable sameness in the structures rep- 
resented, and what appear to be greatly 
different bones are really similar ones 
serving in different capacities. 

For example. the skull of the horse is 
an elongated box which houses the two 
rows of powerful grinding teeth on each 
side. The skull of man is rounded and is 
mostly a braincase, and he does not re- 
quire powerful muscle attachments for 
his relatively puny jaws. The horse must 
have a deep flat-sided lower jaw to ac- 
commodate the great muscle that is at- 
tached along the facial crest below the 
eve. 

It is also obvious that the same bones 
are present in the front limb of the horse 
and in the arm of man. The difference is 
in the ratio of lengths of the various parts. 
In the horse, where speed was the key to 
survival, it is mechanically more advan- 
tageous to have short upper elements such 
as the humerus (in man. the upper end 
of the arm) and femur (the thigh), and 
long lower limb bones. In man the upper

part of each limb is about as long as the 
lower. The humerus and femur in the 
horse are embedded in great masses of 
muscle and do not protude free of the 
trunk of the animal, as in man. This in- 
creased lever ratio in the horse lengthens 
the stride and contributes to added speed, 
but greater power must be applied at the 
upper end: hence, the large shoulder and 
hip muscles in horses. 

Because the arrangement of the bones

in the horse limbs is adapted primarily 
to speed. it is found that most of the 
limb joints are different from those of 
man. In man there is a ball and socket 
joint at both shoulder and hip. Almost un- 
limited lateral motion is allowed in the 
shoulder in order to bring objects to the 
mouth or close to the eyes. 


The horse, on the other hand, has a 
wonderfully-designed system of so-called 
“pulley joints” that consist of alternate 
grooves and ridges that fit contiguous 
bones into a tightly-molded joint which 
permits movement only in one plane. 
Hence, dislocation of the hip or shoulder 
may he common in humans because of 
the ball and socket joint. but almost un- 
known in the horse. because of its tight 
joints. In horses a break will usually re- 
sult before a dislocation. 

Because the body weight of the horse 
is supported on relatively long and thin 
legs. and because these legs take up con- 
siderable shock action, they must be very 
strong but light in weight. This favorable 
structural condition is apparent in the 
very dense but thin-walled leg bones and 
the advanced fusion of many of the bones. 
In humans. the two bones of the lower 
forearm. called the radius and ulna. are 
free to move in relation to one another. 
These two bones are fused almost into 
one in the horse. The ulna is reduced at 
its lower end. and only the upper end 
is important in strengthening the elbow 
joint. In the hind leg. the two bones that 
correspond to our lower leg bones. the 
tibia and fibula. exhibit a somewhat simi- 
lar condition, but the fibula, the smaller of 
the two bones, in the horse has been re-

duced almost completely. The tibia. how- 
ever, is a strong cylindrical bone. 


STRENGTH AND LIGHTNESS. In 
keeping with the “strength and lightness” 
ideal, these limb bones of the horse each 
have the ends internally braced with hun- 
dreds of thin-walled partitions that serve 
to distribute the shock which travels up 
the leg at each impact with the ground. 

Man walks upon the ground with his 
whole foot planted solidly. so that the heel 
bone strikes the ground with each step. 
This is necessary to gain some support 
and friction with the ground, for man is 
8 two-legged animal. In contrast, the 


horse’s heel (the point of the hock) is 
elevated in the air (see photo of skeleton). 
The metacarpals or hand bones and 
phalanges or finger bones of man are 
short, and we have five digits. A similar 
condition exists in the metatarsals and 
toe bones of the foot. 

The horse has the metacarpals and 
metatarsals (called the cannon bones) 
and the first phalanges greatly elongated, 
and all digits but one are lost. This con- 
dition adds to the length of the leg. In 
fact, the horse is really touching the 
ground only with his hoofs—structures 
which correspond to our fingernails and 
toenails. 
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The horse has no collar bone or clavi- 
cle—this is absent in running animals. In 
man. this bone serves to anchor the arm 
to the thorax and is necessary in such 
animals as monkeys, who support all their 
weight with their forelimbs when swing- 
ing through trees. 

To running animals. such as the horse 
and deer. clavicles would be a distinct dis- 
advantage. since the shock from the im- 
pact of hard hoofs on firm ground would 
be transmitted to the whole body. 


Further. in jumping and landing on the 
fore feet. the blow must be absorbed by 
mevement of the shoulder blades—a move- 
ment that would be greatly restricted by 
clavicles. In fact. collarbones would be 
broken frequently under circum- 
stances. 

All these specialized features of a 
horse’s limb simply add up to a wonder- 
ful system for swift running. The hoofs 
are ideally adapted to hard ground. and 
the tendons and joints of the legs give 
a shock-absorbing. springy step—a_ step 
that is a delight to the soul of a lover of 
horse flesh. and a thing of beauty to the 
paleontologist. 


THE TEETH. The teeth of the horse 
are truly remarkable and unique. They 
are 44 in number: three incisors. or crop- 
ping teeth: one canine (most frequently 
seen in males only), and seven “grinders” 
(four premolars and three molars, all 
similar in appearance) on each side of 
the upper and lower jaw. Most. but not 
all, of these teeth are preceded by a 
set of milk teeth.

About White Oaks Transplanted, 


And Knollwood, 


This week’s travelogue covers two of 
the newer breeding farms in the Lex- 
ington area—Miss Mildred Woolwine’s 
White Oaks, and Frederick W. Janson’s 
Knollwood. These farms lie almost across 
from each other on the Paris pike, just 
a few miles north of Lexington in a 
neighborhood where you can’t toss a stone 
or a glance without hitting a horse. 


The first stop was at White Oaks, a 
700-acre tract which has been leased from 
Elmendorf Farm by Miss Mildred Wool- 
wine. It occupies the northeast end of 
Elmendorf and has the broad pastures, 
winding roads, beautiful trees. and solid 
buildings which have made the Widener 
establishment one of the show places of 
central Kentucky. 

The transition to a boarding establish- 
ment was easily made. The disposition of 
buildings and other facilities at Elmen- 
dorf is such that Miss Woolwine’s part 
is a self-contained farm with several barns, 
an outdoor training track. a covered ex- 
ercise ring, some dwellings. and other 
structures which make it an independent 
unit. 


As everyone knows who has followed 
the career of Ace Admiral. Miss Wool- 
wine is a Nashville. Tenn., business wom- 
an who has been quite successful in the 
operation of laundry and dry cleaning 
plants. She was more or less pitched into 
the business world after the death of male 
members of her family. She showed such 
an aptitude for organization that she was 
able to increase the family holdings and

find the time and the money for the 
pursuit of a hobby which long had in- 
terested her. It was the breeding of race 
horses. 


In childhood she had been introduced 
to riding by her father. who had retained 
a farm bovy’s interest in horses and the 
outdoors. By 1940 she had her business 
affairs in such shane that she was able 
to venture into Thoroughbred breeding. 
She bought the broodmares Paraguay 
Tea and Happy Flag through Thomas B. 
Cromwell, and began breeding for the 
market. 


Her first crop of sales vearlings was 
consigned to Saratoga. in 1941. She sent 
three head to the sales—and brought two 
of them home. Here’s what happened: 
one of them took sick. had to be with- 
drawn. Another sold for $3.400. which 
was about twice the average for the year. 
The other brought $1.200. and provided 
Miss Woolwine’s first intimate encounter 
with one of the truisms of the horse busi- 


ness—you can’t sell ’em and keep ’em. 


The $1.200 yearling was a pet filly 
from a pet mare. “After the sale I spent 
a restless night.” Miss Woolwine relates. 
“and at 6:30 the next morning T was 
knocking at Mr. Cromwell’s door. ‘Let's 
see if we can get that filly back.’ I sug- 
gested. So we looked up the man who 
had bought her, and paid him a $300 
profit. She went back to Tennessee with 


me.” 


The filly, named Porter’s Tea, won un- 


der the Woolwine colors, and now is at 
White Oaks, raising foals. 


Prior to buying a farm and some mares, 
Miss Woolwine intensified her reading 
about Thoroughbreds and breeding, and 
devoted two years to study and planning. 
She spent nearly a year looking at proper- 
ties around Nashville before buying a 
112-acre tract near Franklin, which _ be- 
came the original White Oaks Farm. 

She selected her first two mares with 
some care, but then bought some others 
without giving their purchase much 
thought. They soon taught her another 
fundamental of the breeding business— 
quantity without quality produces nothing 
but expense. In less than a year she sold 
them. 

By 1944 she was ready to follow through 
on her plan of buying some better stock. 
She tentatively marked three mares which 
were to be sold at the Keeneland Fall 
Sales. She was underbidder on the two 
she liked fairly well, was the successful 
bidder on the one she had determined 
to take home with her. This was War 
Flower, a young Man o’ War mare which 
was in foal to *Heliopolis. The price was 
$22.500. 

This was a brave step. a lot of bucks 
to put in one basket. But to the Tennes- 
see woman it was a calculated risk. and 
it paid off well. The *Heliopolis foal 
which War Flower was carrying brought 
$30.000 as a yearling. Named Ace Ad- 
miral. he developed into a first-class race 
horse. and he advertised other White Oaks 
products. to the end that Miss Woolwine 
has sold $93,500 worth of yearlings from 
War Flower. which now is only 11 vears 
old and has several more seasons of pro- 
duction ahead. 

War. Flower..introduced Miss Woolwine 


to still another aspect of horse breeding— 
the vicarious pains of the foaling barn. 
“She was three days overdue. and the 
horseman at the farm finally reached the 
point where he had to get some sleep.” 
she recalls. “I told him to go home and 
get some sleep. but to be back by 8 
o'clock that night. That left nobody at 
the barn but me and my mother and a 
woman friend. whose total experience 
with foaling mares added up to exactly 
nothing, and a farmhand who also knew 
nothing about horses. As you might ex- 
pect. War Flower began to foal soon after 
the horseman had gone home. The farm- 
hand and I went into the stall to help her. 
but all I could do was hold her head 
in my lap. The farmhand asked me what 
he should do. and T was ready with ex- 
plicit directions: ‘Do the best you can.’ 
I told him, ‘and don’t make any mis- 


takes id ” 


If any mistakes were made. they were 
minor ones. The foal grew into Ace Ad- 
miral. winner of the Santa Anita Ma- 
turity. the Sunset Handicap (world record 
for 154 miles). and other stakes. and 
$270.815. 

The key employees at White Oaks in 
Kentucky are Chester Gates. the super- 
intendent. and Mrs. Mattie Menchero. a 
former Blood-Horse employee who is in 
charge of the office. Mr. Gates was at the 
Tennessee farm with Miss Woolwine for 
several years. He took charge of the farm 
in Kentucky without missing a beat. for 
he had been at Elmendorf for more than 
20 years before going with Miss Wool- 
wine in Tennessee. The new White Oaks 
was as familiar to him as the face of an 
old friend. 

White Oaks was moved from Tennessee 
to Kentucky because the original farm at 
Franklin was hemmed in by other prop- 
erty and could not be enlarged. When 
Miss Woolwine learned that part of 
Elmendorf was available for lease. she 
looked it over, found that it had the land 
and facilities needed for an operation of 
the size she had in mind. and she leased 
it. 

Her plan is to use the Kentucky farm 
for her own mares. and as a_ boarding 
establishment. A little less than 100 of 
the 700 acres will be used for growing 
corn and tobacco. The remaining 600 will 
be available for boarding stallions and 
mares and their young. preparing year- 
lings for the sales. treating older horses 
which have gone amiss in training. and 
so on. 

First of the stallions to be boarded there 
is Eternal Reward. owned by Louis 
Augustus and Charles Nahm. of Louis- 
ville. The 6-year-old stallion is a good 
type of Thoroughbred. with high withers. 
a nicely sloping shoulder. a substantial 
rear end. He is very well mannered, and 


will fill out into a handsome horse. The 
son of Reaping Reward out of the stakes 
winner Forever Yours. by Toro, will make 
his first full stud season in 1950. He was 
bred to three test mares this year. showed 
himself to be a foal-getter. 


While we were making the tour—Frank 
Butzow and I were the inspecting party— 
we looked at Miss Woolwine’s mares. She 
still has Porter’s Tea. which has given 
her blazed face to a Roman weanling filly 
on the place. And she has War Flower and 
*Chantress. the dam of Saggy. among 
others. *Chantress is quite a good-look- 
ing mare. as indeed all of them are. and 
would be distinguished in any group of 
horses. But War Flower. in my opinion. 
surpasses even the daughter of Hyperion. 
Anvone who ever had taken a good look 
at Man o’? War would know that War 
Flower was one of his daughters. It is 
interesting to speculate about what sort 
of foal she might produce by Stymie. 
which also has the Fair Play. or if you 
prefer. the *Fairy Gold. look. 


By the time we had inspected the mares. 
which were in a field that gave them at 
least ten acres apiece for grazing. we 
had fairly well covered the new White 
Oaks. Our visit concluded with an in- 
spection of some holly trees at the main 
residence. where Miss Woolwine lives dur- 
ing the portion of the week that she 
spends in Kentucky. Her present schedule 
calls for about four davs at Lexington. 
three at Nashville. She feels confident of 
success for her expanded farm oneration. 
“T know.” she explains. “that T would 
want to board mv own horses here. and 
T think it is the sort of farm where other 
people will want to board their horses.” 


KNOLLWOOD. Tt was nearlv lunch 
time when the Jeen hit the road again. 
so we visited the nearby country grocery 
and ate local delicacies. This time Frank 
tried some new-fashioned boloney. He ate 
it without comment. but T could tell that 
it hadn’t come up to the standard of old- 
fashioned boloney. Well, nothing new ever 
does. 

To kill half an hour or so. we circled 
over a couple of side roads and came 
back to the main highway convinced. to 
our own satisfaction. that neither do new- 
fashioned horses measure up to the old- 
fashioned ones. We sounded like a couple 
of octogenarians. Our thesis was that con- 
sidering that about 22.000 horses are cur- 
rently engaged in racing on U. S. tracks. 
more good horses should emerge. From 
22.000. we griped. you couldn’t name 22 
real top-notchers. But unfortunately. 
though we had found a nroblem. we 
didn’t find a solution for it. That will take 
at least two more Jeep rides. 

Wayne Dinsmore probably won't like 
all these references a Jeep, but I can 
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explain by stating that a Jeep is a little 
bit faster than a horse, when a man has 
to cover a lot of ground in one day, and 
is almost as reliable. 


I had passed Frederick Janson’s Knoll- 
wood Farm several times in the last two 
years. and had watched its development 
with interest. It is managed by Frederick 
Janson Jr., whom we found at the yearling 
barn. He gave every evidence, from his 
shoes to his cap. of being a working 
manager. and so he is. 

What with the income tax. the inherit- 
ance tax. and other devices of a benevolent 
government, it is not likely that many 
new horse breeding establishments will 
be founded on the scale of the former 
Elmendorf tract we had just visited. So 
the 75-acre Knollwood Farm may be 
viewed as a pattern for a_ present-day 
breeding program designed to carry eight 
or ten mares and their foals. The place 
lies across the road from Dr. Charles

Hagyard’s Green Ridge Farm, and is 
made up partly of acreage which original- 
ly belonged to Duntreath Farm. 
Knollwood is a new farm owned by 
people new to the horse business. Here 
is how it got started: the Janson family 
(Frederick Janson, Sr., is a corporation 
lawyer at Chicago) was vacationing at 
the resort town of West Baden, Ind., and 
decided to drive over to Lexington to see 
Man o’° War. They visited several other 
breeding farms in the neighborhood, and 
young Frederick decided that he would 
like to get into the horse business. His 
father was agreeable to this, and Knoll- 
wood Farm was born.

Delta Wins the 
Victoria Derby 


MELBOURNE 
Delta, a nice colt by Midstream (sire of 
*Shannon 2nd) proved himself the best 
3-year-old in Australia, at Flemington on 
October 29, by winning the Victoria Der- 
by. As the AJC Derby winner Playboy 
(The Buzzard—Home Girl) was among 
the unplaced division, the 3-year-old 
spring laurels must rest on the shapely 
shoulders of Delta. 


It was fitting that Delta should win a 
Derby. He is trained by Maurice McCar- 
ten, a prolific rider of Derby winners in 
Australia and New Zealand, and when 
Delta ran away with the Victoria Derby, 
it was McCarten’s 10th Derby win as 
either a jockey or trainer. 


Delta’s win was highly popular for he 
started favorite at 6 to 4, and taking 
charge two furlongs from home, he won 
really well from Dickens (Genetout—Port 
Dombey) and King’s Coin (Golden 
Sovereign—Jembra), which for the first 
time in the history of the great race, ran 
a dead heat for second. 


There was no suggestion of a fluke 
about Delta’s Derby success. He was 
trained to the minute for his great task, 
and McCarten, who had no peer as a 
rider in his prime, was all praise for the 
manner in which Neville Sellwood han- 
dled the Midstream colt.

The Derby field had not gone far on 
its 114-mile journey before there was a 
real sensation. Iron Duke (Le Grand 
Duc—-Vocal), second favorite at 6 to 1, 
slipped and fell, and Cragwil and Be- 
witched, the only filly in the race, crashed 
down over him. But luckily, none of the 
horses or riders was hurt. Iron Duke was 
expected to put up a bold showing against 
Delta but it’s useless to argue that he 
might have beaten Delta. 


Delta was sold as a yearling by Kia- 
Ora Stud for 2,600 guineas to Adolf 
Basser, of Sydney. Delta has won £10,200. 
Mr. Basser, a wealthy Sydney jeweler, 
paid between £40,000 and £50,000 for 
yearlings until Delta came along to win 
the Derby for him. He is the happiest 
man in Australian racing circles today,

TWO-YEAR-OLDS. Mighty Song, a 
brilliant 2-year-old filly, by *Ajax (now 
in California) from Chanson (dam _ of 
several good winners), is the crack 
galloper of her age in Australia. She es- 
tablished herself in this position by win- 
ning the Maribyrnong Plate, a five-fur- 
long race for 2-year-olds. 


The race is run over a straight track. 
Mighty Song, starting at 7 to 4, cleared 
right away in the last two furlongs, and 
won by four lengths from King Richard 
(Agincourt—Buffet). She ran the five fur- 
longs in :5914 and it is a race record. The 
success of *Ajax’s 2-year-olds—fillies in 
particular—has been amazing this spring, 
and it will make happy reading for 
* Ajax’s new owner, Mr. C. S. Howard. If 
the track had been fast, there is not the 
slightest doubt that Mighty Song would 
have recorded the time of :59 for the 
distance. 


Mighty Song cost 2.600 guineas as a 
yearling, and is unbeaten in her only two 
starts. When the *Ajax horses start racing 
over your way, don’t forget to back them 
early. They won’t let you down. 


OLDER HORSES. Comic Court, the 
crack weight-for-age performer in Aus- 
tralia, went another step up the ladder 
of fame by winning the Mackinnon 
Stakes, a 10-furlong, weight-for-age affair. 
He started at 6 to 4 and won as he liked 
from St. Razzle (St. Magnus—Yilderim) 
and Stamen (Mildura—Corolla). Comic 
Court, by Powerscourt—Witty Maid, is 
the outstanding performer among the old- 
er horses in this country. 

Carbon Copy  (Helios—Havers) is 
only a shadow of his former self. He ran 
like a tired, weary horse in the Mackin- 
non, and afterwards his connections an- 
nounced he would not start in the Mel- 
bourne Cup. Carbon Copy will not race 
again for many months. Vagabond (Ball- 
och—Blandsong) shaped poorly in the 
Mackinnon, and he has passed out of 
favor for the Melbourne Cup. 

Comic Court did not steal all the family 
glory at Flemington on October 29. An 
hour after his victory in the Mackinnon 
Stakes, his elder brother, Comedy Prince. 
finished too fast for Beau Gem (Helios— 
French Gem) to win the Cantala Stakes, 
the biggest mile race of the Melbourne 
season. 


MELBOURNE CUP. In the presence of 
108,000 people, the 4-year-old Foxzami, 
by Nizami—-Honeywood, and bred in New 
Zealand, won the famous Melbourne Cup 
of two miles, worth £12,800. In second 
place was Hoyle (Mr. Standfast—Wise 
Lady) and in third place was Benvolo 
(Fresco—Largesse).

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Foxzami gave added fame to the im- 
ported sire Nizami, whose grey son Hiraji 
captured the Melbourne Cup in 1947, and 
shortly afterwards suffered a mishap 
which ended his Turf career. 


The 1949 Melbourne Cup attracted a 
field of 31. Delta, Comic Court, and Sta- 
men appealed most to backers and the 
trio dominated the betting on the course. 

After winning the Victoria Derby on 
October 29, Delta became all the rage for 
the Cup, but after having had every 
chance, failed to stay. 


The track was holding, and Foxzami’s 
time was 3:2814, which is more than 
seven seconds slower than the race rec- 
ord. 

All the same, the pace was on all the 
way. The lightweight Bruin (Solar Bear 
—Ouragan) made a valiant attempt to 
lead all the way, and if Bruin had won 
instead of finishing fourth, a small coterie 
of backers would have collected from 250 
to 1 to 50 to 1. 

But the honors were with Foxzami. He 
was one of the leaders throughout an ex- 
acting race, and it gave Jockey Fellows 
a great thrill to land our greatest race 
at his first attempt. Foxzami is owned by 
L. G. Robinson, who lives on Lord Howe 
Island, a dream spot in the blue waters of 
the Pacific. It was the first horse he had 
started in a Melbourne Cup. The trainer 
of Foxzami is Danny Lewis, 74-vear-old 


Sydney veteran. He has been trying to 
win a Melbourne Cup for nearly 40 years, 
and at last the pendulum of luck swung in 
his direction. Lewis is a grand old man 
of the Turf and everyone was delighted at 
his first cup success. 

Comic Court found his weight of 126 
pounds, the going, and the two miles, a 
triangular combination that even his 
greatness could not overcome. He went 
down with flying colors and will live to 
fight another day. Stamen simply failed to 
stay. 


THE MUTUELS. The officials of the 
Victoria Racing Club were delighted with 
the financial returns. Tote betting on the 
six races was £240.574, an all-time high 
for any one day in Melbourne and almost 
£10,000 better than the previous record. 
No fewer than 51.129 people traveled by 
electric train to the course. 

Len Robinson, owner of Foxzami, se- 
cured him as a yearling in New Zealand 
for only 800 guineas, and has had great 
luck with him. He went to the sales to 
buy a Nizami yearling and narrowed his 
selection to a colt from Honeywood, and 
a filly from Card Player. As he wanted a 
colt. he went for the yearling now known 
as Foxzami. The filly was none other than 
Grey Nurse, winner of the Oaks and many 
other races last season. 


CHICQUITA. We saw some magnificent 


racing at Flemington when the Melbourne 
Cup meeting opened with an attendance of 
58.624 persons. They invested £211,000 on 
the tote, a record for Derby Day. The 
glamor filly Chicquita (Blank—Starr 
Faithfull) bids fair to rank with the best 
mares that have ever raced in this coun- 
try. She did not start until June, but from 
seven starts, she has won six. 

Chicquita, a rangy black filly, had her 
sixth win in the Wakeful Stakes. At 130 
pounds she carried a penalty of 14 pounds 
but won like the champion she is. 

Backers had to lay 3 to 1 on Chicquita 
in the Wakeful Stakes, and they were 
far from happy when she missed the start. 
But that was not the end by any means. 
At the end of five furlongs, a filly dropped 
back on Chicquita, causing her to lose at 
least four lengths. Her chance looked 
hopeless, but she picked up the bit and 
started to gallop in earnest. 

Rounding the home turn. she was faced 
by a wall of horses, but switched to the 
outside of no fewer than eight of them. 
She had the race won two furlongs from 
home. It was an astonishing perform- 
ance, and stamped her as a 3-year-old filly 
of the highest class. They cheered her to 
the echo as she returned to the weighing 
enclosure. She deserved every one of them. 

Chicquita won her seventh race in a 
row in capturing the Oaks, at Fleming-

FLORIDA 


For the coming season, the Florida State 
Racing Commission adopted this rule: 


No licensed horse track where Thoroughbred 
horse racing is conducted under the jurisdiction of 
the Florida State Racing Commission shall assign 
stable accommodations or accept the entry of any 
horse five years old or older who has been in com- 
petition for the immediate past two-year period 
and has failed to finish first, second, or third, and 
who has started at least eight times during the 
said two-year period on a licensed race track. 


Rules to the same general effect have 
been passed in recent weeks by the racing 
commissions in New Hampshire and

The distinctive feature of the teeth of 
the horse is that they “grow” by moving 
upward (or downward) from their seat in 
the jawbone as the top grinding surfaces 
are worn away. In extreme old age. some 
grinders may be worn down to the roots. 
In the wild state. if he managed to avoid 
predator animals. a horse would literally 
starve to death when his teeth were worn 
away. 

If one examines the teeth of other than 
a gift horse. it may be seen that the 
cropping teeth have an oval-shaped spot 
in the middle. called the “mark.” This 
is filled with cement. 

This condition results from a growth 
sequence which is much like pushing the 
fnger of a glove back into itself. and 
then filling with cement the cup thus 
formed. If the end is worn away. two con- 
centric layers of glove are exposed. with 
cement in the middle. This is analogous 
to the wearing of the incisor teeth of the 
horse. Each tooth is a double-walled cut- 
ter that is worn away by the cropping 
of grass. As each tooth wears at the 
surface, it moves out of the encasing bone 
and cum so that this counteracting move- 
ment assures a longer functioning life for 
these teeth. 

The cheek teeth. or grinders. of the 
horse have a very complicated surface 


pattern. Grasses are actually very tough 
plants, and their stems frequently contain 
abrasive minerals. Rasplike teeth are nec- 
essary to reduce them to a digestible pulp. 
In man. a non-grass-eater. each molar and 
premolar (cheek tooth) is covered by a 
single laver of only slightly folded enamel. 


ILLUSTRATING THE SURFACE pat- 
tern of a grinding tooth. Ridges of 


enamel are supported by softer folds of 
dentine and cement, which wear away 
faster than the enamel.

and lower teeth grind against each 
other and sharpen themselves. Tooth 


wear is offset by continued growth. 
The surface pattern 
premolars is formed 


ing of the enamel. 


in horse molars and 
by a multiple infold- 
The resulting ridges 
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of enamel are supported in between by 
dentine and cement. softer substances that 
wear away faster than the enamel. This 
makes a_operfect surface for chewing 
grasses. and the teeth are continually 
sharpened by abrasion of the uppers and 
lowers. Of course. this abrasion means a 
wearing away of the teeth which. as in the 
cropping teeth. must be compensated for 
by the “erowth” of the teeth. 


THE BACKBONE. Another structural 
peculiarity of the horse is the relatively 
rigid backbone. Some rotation is possible 
alone the entire vertebral axis. but from 
the withers to the croup it is extremely 
limited. This condition is a necessary ad- 
junct to the running character of the 
horse. An unbending spinal column is 
necessary in swift locomotion. because the 
driving force in a horse is concentrated 
in the hind quarters. To transmit the for- 
ward motion in a straight line. it is neees- 
sary that there be some rigidity to assure 
“unwobbly” movement. 

All of these seemingly unique charac- 
teristics of the limbs. feet. and teeth of the 
horse are not features that have appeared 
late in the history of the family. Thev 
were a long time in their development. 
To understand their appearance in time. 
it is desirable to trace the long climb 
of the Equidae from its earliest begin- 
nines to the present day.

Young (29 years old) Mr. Janson had 
spent two years in the Air Corps and four 
years at Northwestern University. He ma- 
jored in chemistry at Northwestern, and 
minored in mathematics. This was not 
the usual preparation for building and 
operating a Thoroughbred breeding farm. 
but evidently it will do. for not many of 
them are as well organized as Knoll- 
wood. 


Considerable time was spent by young 
Mr. Janson in visiting other farms around 
Lexington. He studied their operations. 
learned why certain things were done in 
certain ways, compared one farm with 
another as to management practices. 
layout, buildings, fencing. feeding, and so 
on. and from his observations emerged 
with a plan for his own place. 


The Knollwood tract. in the raw. was 
75 acres of wooded land, without roads. 
buildings. or other horse farm equipment. 
Bulldozers were brought in to scrape road- 
ways. level land, scroop out a pond. and 
otherwise prepare the tract for horses. 
The farm now is a model for a small 
establishment. It has blacktop roadways. a 
small but substantially built main house 
and an attractive cottage for the resident 
horseman. plank fences, a complete water 
system. a broodmare barn. a_ yearling 
barn. a small isolation barn. an imple- 
ment storage shed. and other items. 


During the four years required for build- 
ing the farm, acquiring some broodmares. 
and getting bookings to stallions. the 
younger Janson seems to have moved with 
a minimum of waste motion. Of course 
not many young men start out with the 
financia! resources he evidently has. hut 
he seems to have made fewer mistakes 
than most of us would in a field com- 
pletely foreign to our early training. And 
especially in such a field as buildine un 
a Thoroughhred hreedine establishment. 
where the blind alleys far outnumber the 
boulevards. 


Without going into details on the struc- 
tures at Knollwood. it is enough to sav 
that thev have been carefully planned and 
well built. Thev are first class. Mr. Tan- 
son apnears willing to observe tradition. 
when it seems sensible. but he doesn’t 
hesitate to try something new. 


He uses phenothiazine for the control of 
hloodworms. and shortly will beein feed- 
ine riboflavin in hope of preventing moon- 
blindness. He keeps his young horses on 
a given pasture for three weeks. then 
moves them to another field. Droppings 
are picked up in the vacated field. and 
put into a compost heap. where they are 
treated and rotted for nine months. then 
spread on the pastures, 


His training in chemistry naturally led 
him to take an interest in feeding. He 
uses. as a basic hay. an 80 per cent 
clover mixture. with added servings of 
alfalfa, clover. lespedeza. and timothy. To 
the best available quality of oats he adds 
mineral supplements. 


Chemistry figured in the construction 
of the water system. The source of water 
at the farm is a million-gallon pond. 
Water from this is piped to the barns and 
paddocks after it has been filtered and 
chlorinated. A model water-treating plant 
has been installed in a semi-underground 
pumphouse below the pond. His training 
as a chemist. Mr. Janson explains. has 
led him to believe that at least certain 
virus diseases may be carried in the 
drinking water. So he is trying. through 
the filtering and chlorinating plant. to 
eliminate that possible hazard. 


There are four weanlings at Knoll- 
wood this fall. Three of them will be 
sold next year as vearlings. The other 
will be raced and brought back to the 
farm as a broodmare. if she performs well 
enough at the races. The sales prospects 
are colts by *Gova. *Priam. and *Hier- 
ocles. The filly to be retained as a pos- 
sible broodmare is by Pensive. 

There are nine broodmares on the farm. 
*Mindrum Maid. by *Mahmoud. is in 
foal to War Relic and will be bred next 
vear to *Vezzano. Wise Helen. bv Wise 
Counsellor. is in foal to *Hierocles and

New Record Set 
For 3- Year-Olds 


AUCKLAND 

Described as the glamour 3-year-old of 
the season in New Zealand, the Balloch 
colt. Tauloch, registerd his 15th triumph 
when the Takanini-trained horse won the 
Great Northern St. Leger. 

He had started 26 times in two sea- 
sons. racing for 15 firsts and eight minor 
placings. The returns have brought his 
stakes winnings to £18.325. The sum 
of £13.475 has been won this season 
—an all-time record for a 3-year-old in 
this country. 

Balloch, the sire of Tauloch, never 
raced. He was purchased in England as 
a 2-year-old for the Alton Lodge Stud in 
New Zealand. He was got by the Tracery 
horse Obliterate, a highly-successful race 
horse and stayer which won races from 
five furlongs to two miles. On the ma- 
ternal side Balloch comes from the Poly- 
melus mare, Cinna, which had previously 
given us such brilliant sons as *Beau 
Pere, Mr. Standfast, and Gay Shield. 
After doing great service as sires in New 
Zealand, *Beau Pere and Mr. Standfast 
were allowed to go to Australia. Still 
later, *Beau Pere went on to California 
to add further luster to his name. 

Taupiri, the dam of Tauloch. was got 
by the Hurry On horse Hunting Song, 
which left a great host of winners on the 
flat and over obstacles. His stock was 
particularly good under winter conditions. 
In the next generation back, there is Fly- 
ing Foam, a mare by imported Feramorz. 
Neither Taupiri nor Flying Foam won 
fame on the Turf, but there were good 
winners in the family. and a Hawke’s 
Bay breeder was encouraged to go to 
3.600 guineas at the last yearling sales 
for a half-sister to Tauloch. by the Hy- 
perion horse Ruthless. 

Early in the present season Tauloch 
was taken to the south island to contest 
the N. Z. Derby Stakes (114 miles) only 
to be beaten into third. But he was not 
handled with very good judgment that 
day. Badly left. he was rushed to the 
front in the second furlong, and it was 
not surprising that he felt the pinch in 
the run up the long Riccarton straight. 
Even so. he fought on like a game colt. 
He rehabilitated himself when he spread- 
eagled the field over 114 miles in the 
Churchill Stakes under weight-for-age con- 
ditions.

first nine starts, earning £7,025 
This season a juvenile star has arisen. 
He is Gold Script, a 2-year-old by Gold 
Nib from Cairness, which in nine starts 
has registered seven firsts. one second, 
and a fourth for £7,025 in money. This 
is an all-time record for those of the 
age in this Dominion. 


The fourth-placing came in Gold 
Script’s first start with the colors up, and 
with an ounce of luck thereafter, he 
might have had an unbeaten record. Un- 
der the weight-for-age scale in the Well- 
ington Stakes at Trentham in January, 
the 2-year-old had 96 pounds, and the 
stable elected to put up an apprentice 
in order to go to scale at the correct 
weight. On the other hand. the connec- 
tions of Golden Spa (also by Gold Nib) 
preferred to put up the champion jockey. 
W. J. Broughton, even though it meant 
declaring 1314 pounds overweight. 

Gold Script was in the van but wide, 
on emerging from the chute with the long 
run-in ahead. Unfortunately, his young 
rider could not give the colt any material 
assistance and the greater experience and 
vigour of the older horseman enabled 
Golden Spa to worry Gold Script out of 
the major award. However, when the pair 
clashed again in the Manawatu Sires’ 


Produce Stakes. Gold Script, with his 
more recognized pilot, W. J. Mudford, in 
the saddle. turned the tables on Golden 
Spa. In this race, the 2-year-olds are re- 


quired to race over seven furlongs with 
126 pounds. 


He set an all-time record for his division by winning seven of his 
in first 


money. Gold Nib is his sire. 

At the Auckland Easter meeting Gold 
Script won the Great Northern Cham- 
pagne Stakes by nine lengths, but a 
greater measure of fame came his way 
when he opposed the older horses in the 
Great Northern Challenge Stakes (7 fur- 
longs). In this instance he had _ seven 
pounds and one ounce under the weight- 
for-age scale, and with A. C. Leatham, an 
experienced lightweight rider in the 
saddle. he won by 314 lengths on a track 
that was easy on top in 1:24. The colt 
was slow to leave the post, but within a 
furlong he was out in front. 


Indications are that Gold Nib will prove 
a welcome addition to the sires in this 
country. By the Solario horse, Dastur, 
and from the Colorado mare. Gold Race, 
Gold Nib was a high-class 2-year-old win- 
ner in England, and at three he won up 
to a mile and a half. Furthermore he was 
third te Big Game and Watling Street in 
the Two Thousand Guineas. This is the 
first season his stock have raced. and 
they are building a great record. 

Cairness, the dam of Gold Script, never 
raced. but she is a sister to that other 
Tiderace mare. Caithness. which showed 
definite staying ability. She won both the 
New Zealand Oaks and Metropolitan 
Handicap at Riccarton—a real testing 
ground of staying power. My Own, the 
dam of Cairness. was a big winner, and 
she also produced the New Zealand Cup 
winner Yours Truly. which later won the 
Moonee Valley Gold Cup in Australia.

THE MEADE CASE 


Donald Meade has not been reinstated 
by the National Racing Commission of 
Mexico, it has been reported by the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners. After newspaper stories stat- 
ing that Meade had been restored to good 
standing in Mexico and contemplated a 
riding comeback were published recently, 
Mrs. A. E. Smith, secretary of the NASRC, 
queried the Mexico commission for the 
official ruling, and was informed that 
Meade’s status remains unchanged. 


Meade was suspended in March, 1945, 
by the Mexico commission for reprehen- 
sible conduct. After he had served the 
suspension, the commission refused to 
grant him permission to resume riding, 
and has not altered its position during 
the intervening four years. According to 
NASRC practice, the refusal of a license 
is considered equivalent to a_ ruling 
against an applicant. Racing commissions 
in the United States have so recognized 
the action of the Mexican board, and 
have refused to grant the former rider 
a license. 


NASRC MEETING 


The annual meeting of the National 
Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers at Mexico City in 1950 will be held 
February 5-12, it has been announced by 
Judge Earl J. Moyer, president. Nineteen 
racing states already have made reserva- 
tions.

Anthony Pelleteri, executive vice presi- 
dent of New Orleans Fair Grounds. went 
on record as opposing night racing and 
off-course wagering in an address at the 
track’s annual directors’ dinner. attended 
by news and radio men. 


Mr. Pelleteri pointed out that night 
racing would attract people who could 
not afford to bet. and that it would 
bring opposition from the movie indus- 
try. theatres. cafes, and others 
friendly to racing.

One of the highlights of the banquet. 
which was held at Antoine’s. in New Or- 
leans. was the presentation of a check for 
$25.000 to Charity Hospital of Louisiana. 
The gift was presented by Robert L. 
Simpson, one of the club’s directors. who 
reported that $167.827 has been contrib- 
uted to charities in the past seven years. 
The $25,000 is a portion of the $87.000 
received in liquidation of the old Fair 
Grounds Racing and Breeders Associa- 
tion.
